DULLES OPENS 
ARMS ACCORD

Dulles and U. S. disarmament ex- 
perts locked themselves in the Am- 
erican Embassy today to work out 
detailed plans for a limited "open 
skies" disarmament accord with 
Russia. 


They plan to spend the entire 


morning in talks," a spokesman 
said as the U. S. secretary ofstate 
closeted himself with Harold Stas- 
sen and other American offcials. 


Stassen heads the American de- 


legation to the five-power U. N. 
Disarmament subcommittee which 
has bogged down here after' five 
months of negotiations. 


Dulles arranged to sit in" later 


on a strategy meeting of the four 
Western delegations to the talks, 
representing the United 
States, 


Britain, France and Canada. 


Also on tap for Dulles 'was a 


meeting with British Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan and For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd to 
discuss a wide range of diplomatic 
issues, including the tribal upris- 
ing in Muscat and Oman.

Manufacturers Vice 
President Witness 
At P.U.C. Hearing 


Harrisburg (IP)—An officer of 


Manufacturers Light and Heat Co., 
Pittsburgh, testified today that the 
July, 1956, steel strike resulted in 
increased use of natural gas in 
western Pennsylvania steel mills. 


C. A. Massa, 'vice president of 


the utility, told the Public Utility 
Commission that steel companies 
kept their blast furnaces warm 
with natural gas rather than with 
gaa usually produced from coke 
ovens. 


"We made no credit adjustment 


on this," he testified. "Our sales 
to Jones and Laughlin Steel Corp. 
were quite variable, varying from 
month to month depending on 
their fuel requirements." 


Massa testified at a commission 


j hearing on the application of Man- 
(ufacturers for a rate increase of 
$6,473,000 for 246,500 consumers in 
25 counties. The commission sus- 
pended the increase until Nov. 12- 
13 for an investigation. 


Massa'g testimony was designed 


as a reply to a request from Mor- 
ris Mendlin, commission attorney, 
who asked for an explanation of 
an apparent discrepancy between 
figures on industrial and residen- 
tial use of gag provided by manu- 
facturers. 


Massa explained the steel strike 


last year resulted in an exceptional 
use of gas by Jones and Laughlin, 
and other steel companies.

gain" any more? Has the great American motorist 
any substantial reason to congratulate himself? 


Loking abroad, here's what we find: In France, the 


"government recently boosted regular gasolines 
13.9 


cents, so the price is now 85.4 cents a gallon. An 
increase of 17.6 
cents on "high octane" gasolines 


bring the price to 51.01 a gallon. And that high oc- 
'tane rating is about 91 octane, or approximately the 
U. S- average for ordinary gasolines. In other words, 
France's dollar gasoline is the equivalent of our 30 
cent gasoline! Our own premium gasoline (98 octane) 
sells at about 32 cents, and our super-gasolines, of 100 


• octane and upward, are around 35 to 37 cents a gallon. 


In Italy, regular gasoline is 53 cents a gallon and 


:: premium 92 cents. In the United Kingdom, regular 


L" is 52.8 cents and premium 62 cents. 


Motoring in most of the world is obviously still 


a luxury, and gasoline far beyond the comprehension 
"of the most advanced foreign countries. But now let's 
take a look and see whether today's gasoline is any 
bargain by our own standards. 


In 1920 a dollar would buy over eight pounds of 


bread; two pounds of pork chops; two pounds of cof- 
fee, and over 20 pounds of gasoline. Today, 37 years 
later, a dollar buys less than six pounds of bread: one 
and one-third pounds of pork chops; 15V2 ounces of 
coffee.

Symington Blasts Military 
For Lack of Clear Policy

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— A large part of the confusion over this 


year's national defense budget is attributed to nnclear military 


policy, according to Sen. Stuart Symington (D-Mo.). 


Senator Symington is a former secretary of the Air Force, 


iormer chairman of National Security Resources Board and now 
a member of Government Operations and Armed Service com- 
mittees. 


He was an all-out advocate of predominant air power while 


he was in the Pentagon. Today he complains that each service 
wants to be in a position to fight the next war all by itself. And 
.each service makes its decisions unilaterally without reference to 
the others. 


Symington's theory is that 30 per cent of defense costs could 


jbe saved if the services would give up their traditional roles 


i 
He maintains that the Air Force has a lot of stuff it doesn't need. 
We don't have the right kind of Navy. 


MARINE CORPS size is fixed by law instead of by strategic 
needs. 


The Army's "modernized" defense based on the Nike is worth- 
less because its range is too short. 


These and many other factors lead the senator to the cooclu-, 


sion that the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff should be forced to get', 
.together on a new policy.

The coming retirement of Adm. Arthur W. Radlford as Cha*r-; 


jman of the Joint Chiefs, on Aug. 15, and his succession by Air1 
Force Gen. Nathan F. Twining provide the opportunity. 


The background of this situation, according to Senator Syming- 


ton, is that there has been no major reassessment of armed forces 
functions since the Key West and Newport huddle; of generals- 
and admirals in 1949. The actual record shows this assumption 
may be misleading and is not quite correct.

'From July 15 to Aug. 15. 1953. the Joint Chiefs huddled under 
President Eisenhower's orders. They were Admirals Radford and 
Carney, Generals Ridgway and Twining.

One of the President's | 
closest advisers, for example, who ' 
has no private means, has already 
lost half his pension rights in the 
:irm in which he was formerly an 
ixecutive. Businessmen, who work 
.'or the government also tend to 
lose their place on the corporate 
ladder, and when they return they 
rind thaf. they have been shoved 
down several rungs.

Perhaps Congress ought to have i 


another look at the conflict-of-m-1 
lerefit statute'', and at salary rates | 
and income tax exemptions in the ' 
executive branch. But business also 
ought lo have another look at its j 
piactice? in rospert to those who j 
take government jobs. For it is j 
certainly in the interest of business J 
that the President's experiment in I 
staffing the top levels of govern- I 
ment with businessmen should not J 
fail. And it will fail if 1 he govern- 
ment can draw onlv on second rat- | 
ers, the independently rich, and the j 
elderly and retired.

soiled linen for the laundry. • 


She performs it slowly and reluctantly. 
Often we come on her sprawled on a stripped bed with a comic, 


soiled sheets and pillow slips heaped beside her. With exasperation, 
we say, "All worn out, are you? How would you like to be me? 
I'm so tired I could hardly crawl upstairs—and I've still got 
vacuuming io do and lunch to get before I can sit down. But 
someday, Miss Worn Out, you'll have to take responsibility!" 


Will Norma take it someday? 


T CANT imagine why she'd want to. Nor will you if you'll listen 


again to what we've told her. "We've told her that grownup 


responsibility is crushing burden. We've told her we find our 
adult -work as a homemaker intolerably unrewarding. 


How, with this revelation of our resentment of responsibility, can 


we expect Norma to want any? How can we" expect-her''to want 
to He'anything but a perpetual baby whom, other people serve? 


The answer to the problem of a chore-resisting child is our accept- 


ance of part of his chore.- 


Right beside our comic-reading daughter we demonstrate our 


acceptance of responsibility. Without any criticism for her at all, 
we gather up the soiled, linen next to her saying. "I'll put these in 
the hamper for you while you strip the other beds." 


HPODAY we hear a great deal of talk about making children 


"responsible." 
We forget that -the root meaning of the word is ''response." A 


child's sense of responsibility is his "response" to our attitude 
toward work. 


For some curious reason, parents often feel a deep resistance to 


the idea of helping children with chores. Their training has some- 
how left them with the impresssion that such help is indulgent and 
•weak-minded. 


In this begrudgement of cooperation with Norma, we have the 


cause of her bad "response" to cooperation with us. To understand 
this is to be freed into action on these frustrating occasions.

Furthermore, you as county com- 
missioners, should realize that the 
principal functions of every coun- 
ty government are the protection 
of its citizens, the enforcement of 
law, and punishment of criminals. 
These are the highest and most 
pressing duties which the law im- 
poses upon any county or upon the 
county authorities, and any ex- 
pense necessary to punish crimin- 
als and bring the guilty to justice 
is an expense imposed upon the 
county by law. It is a duty that 
cannot be avoided. 
The authori- 


ties cannot avoid it if they would; 
they should not if they could. In

ment of crime the leal question is: 
are they necessary in oider to se- 
cure the enforcement of the crim- 
inal laws 1 If they are, then a duty- 
exists to make the expenditure, 
and it may be said to be involun- 
tary in the sense that it is not an 
expense sought and incurred 
as 


the result of deliberate bargain, 
but arises from the necessity of 
enforcing the law.

However, please do not lose 
sight of the fact that one of the 
most cherished and fundamental 
principles of a democracy is that 
of the right of its citizens to go to 
the polls and select their chief law 
enforcement officer. 
Take that 


right away and place law enforce- 
ment in the hands of those 
not 


directly accountable to the peo- 
ple, and the citizen has lost an- 
other round in the battle to pre- 
serve his rights. The sheriff makes 
investigations 
lor the 
county 


prosecutor, the courts, the coroner, 
serves wnts such as wariants, 
summons, 
attachments, 
execu- 


tions, 
replevins, 
garnishments, 


subpoenas, 
injunctions, 
peace 


bonds, notices to quit, evictions, 
levies on real estate and personal 
property, and other documents in 
connection with both criminal and 
civil cases. The transfer of any 
part of this work from the sher- 
iff to some other agency would 
not remove the responsibility for 
this work from, the 
county but 


would just transfer it 
from 
an 


elective person who is subservient 
to the 
voter, 
to some other 


agency. 


I have no argument with you as 


county commissioners for testing 
the legality of the sheriff's office 
doing investigative work for the 
District Attorney. However, I do 
not understand your attitude in 
withholding compensation due me 
for investigations my office con- 
ducted under court order. I was 
informed that you considered this 
action as far back as April, yet no 
notice was given to me until after 
the expenses were incurred 
I 


feel that you owed me the cour- 
tesy, as an employee of this coun- 
ty, to inform me of what action 
you contemplated, the same as I 
feel that you owed me the cour- 
tesy of a copy of your letter to 
nevvspapers and radio.
